day  of  May,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  forty- 
nine: 

And  whereas  the  Letters  Patent  issued  on  the 
eighteenth  day  of  May,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  forty-nine,  were  recalled  and  new  Letters 
Patent  issued  on  the  thirteenth  day  of  September, 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifty: 

And  whereas  by  Order  of  the  Lieutenant-Gov¬ 
ernor  in  Council  bearing  date  the  25th  day  of  July, 
1951,  it  was  ordered  that  the  limits  of  The  Cor¬ 
poration  of  the  Village  of  Campbell  River  be  ex¬ 
tended  to  include  the  following:  Commencing  at 
the  north-west  corner  of  Block  1  of  District  Lot  66, 
Sayward  Land  District,  as  shown  on  Plan  2596,  on 
deposit  in  the  Land  Registry  Office,  Victoria,  being 
a  point  on  the  right  bank  of  Campbell  River; 
thence  southerly  and  easterly  along  the  westerly 


and  southerly  boundaries  of  said  Block  1,  Regis¬ 
tered  Plan  2596,  to  the  south-east  corner  thereof, 
being  a  point  on  the  westerly  limit  of  Carlisle  Road, 
Registered  Plan  7850;  thence  southerly  along  said 
westerly  limit  of  Carlisle  Road  to  the  north-west 
corner  of  Block  A  of  District  Lot  66,  Registered 
Plan  7831;  thence  southerly  along  the  westerly 
boundary  of  said  Block  A,  Registered  Plan  7831, 
to  the  south-west  corner  thereof,  being  a  point  on 
the  northerly  part  of  the  southerly  boundary  of 
District  Lot  66;  thence  easterly  along  said  north¬ 
erly  part  of  the  southerly  boundary  of  District  Lot

Avenue;  thence  northerly  along  said  centre  line  of 
Maple  Avenue  to  the  point  of  intersection  with  a 
centre  line  of  the  Island  Highway;  thence  in  a 
general  northerly  direction  along  said  centre  line 
of  the  Island  Highway  to  the  point  of  intersection 
with  the  right  bank  of  Campbell  River;  thence 
westerly  along  said  right  bank  of  Campbell  River 
to  the  north-west  corner  of  aforesaid  Block  1  of 
District  Lot  66,  Registered  Plan  2596,  being  the 
point  of  commencement: 

And  that  supplementary  Letters  Patent  do  issue 
accordingly: 

Now  know  ye  that  by  these  presents  We  do 
order  and  proclaim  that  the  limits  of  The  Corpora¬ 
tion  of  the  Village  of  Campbell  River  be  extended 
by  the  inclusion  therein  of  the  land  hereinbefore 
described,  and  that  on,  from,  and  after  the  date  of 
these  Letters  Patent  the  boundaries  of  The  Corpo¬

17,  Registered  Plan  6641;  thence  northerly  along 
the  westerly  boundaries  of  Lots  17  to  28,  inclusive, 
of  said  Plan  6641  to  the  north-west  corner  of  said 
Lot  28;  thence  northerly  in  a  straight  line  to  the 
south-west  corner  of  Lot  29  of  said  Plan  6641; 
thence  westerly  in  a  straight  line  to  the  south-east 
corner  of  Lot  A,  Registered  Plan  7025;  thence 
westerly  and  northerly  along  the  southerly  and 
westerly  boundaries  of  said  Lot  A  to  the  point  of 
intersection  with  the  easterly  prolongation  of  the 
centre  line  of  the  66-foot  road  which  adjoins  Lots 
9,  8,  7,  and  6,  Registered  Plan  3732;  thence  west¬ 
erly  along  said  prolongation  and  centre  line  of  said 
road  and  continuing  westerly  on  the  same  straight 
line  to  the  point  of  intersection  with  the  easterly 
boundary  of  Lot  1,  Registered  Plan  4711;  thence 
northerly  along  said  easterly  boundary  and  con¬ 
tinuing  northerly  in  the  same  straight  line  to  the 
southerly  boundary  of  District  Lot  69  as  shown  on 
Registered  Plan  1076;  thence  westerly  and  north¬ 
erly  along  the  boundaries  of  said  District  Lot  69 
to  the  north-east  corner  of  District  Lot  1418; 
thence  westerly  along  the  northerly  boundaries  of 
Lots  1418  and  1417  and  continuing  westerly  in  the 
same  straight  line  to  the  point  of  intersection  with 
the  centre  line  of  Homewood  Road;  thence  north¬ 
erly  along  said  centre  line  of  Homewood  Road  to 
the  point  of  intersection  with  the  easterly  prolonga¬ 
tion  of  the  northerly  part  of  the  southerly  boundary 
of  District  Lot  66;  thence  westerly  along  said  east¬ 
erly  prolongation  and  continuing  westerly  along  the 
said  northerly  part  of  the  southerly  boundary  of 
District  Lot  66  to  the  south-west  corner  of  Block  A 
of  District  Lot  66,  Registered  Plan  783  1;  thence 
northerly  along  the  westerly  boundary  of  said 
Block  A,  Registered  Plan  7831,  to  the  north-west 
corner  thereof,  being  a  point  on  the  westerly  limit 
of  Carlisle  Road;  thence  northerly  along  said 
westerly  limit  of  Carlisle  Road  to  the  south-east 
corner  of  Block  1  of  District  Lot  66,  Registered 
Plan  2596;  thence  westerly  and  northerly  along 
the  southerly  and  westerly  boundaries  of  said  Block 
1,  Registered  Plan  2596,  to  the  north-west  corner 
thereof,  being  a  point  on  the  right  bank  of  Camp¬ 
bell  River;  thence  easterly  along  said  right  bank 
of  Campbell  River  to  the  point  of  intersection  with 
the  centre  line  of  Hanson  Road;  thence  southerly 
along  said  centre  line  of  Hanson  Road  to  the  point 
of  intersection  with  the  centre  line  of  the  Island 
Highway;  thence  easterly  along  said  centre  line  of 
the  Island  Highway  to  the  point  of  intersection 
with  the  northerly  prolongation  of  the  southerly 
portion  of  the  westerly  boundary  of  Campbell 
River  Indian  Reserve  No.  II  (survey  of  1938); 
thence  southerly  along  said  prolongation  and  west¬ 
erly  boundary  of  said  Indian  reserve  to  the  south¬ 
west  corner  thereof;  thence  easterly  along  the 
southerly  boundary  of  said  Indian  reserve  to  the 
south-east  corner  thereof,  being  a  point  on  the 
westerly  shore-line  of  Discovery  Passage;  thence 
easterly  800  feet  in  a  straight  line  and  in  a  direc¬ 
tion  perpendicular  to  the  general  direction  of  said 
shore-line  at  this  point;  thence  in  a  general  south¬ 
erly  direction  and  parallel  to  said  shore-line  to  the 
point  of  intersection  with  a  straight  line  800  feet 
distance  in  a  direction  perpendicular  to  the  general 
direction  of  said  shore-line  at  this  point  from  the 
south-east  corner  of  Lot  3  of  District  Lot  72, 
being  the  point  of  commencement;  thence  westerly 
along  the  last-mentioned  straight  line  to  the  point 
of  commencement; 

And  that  the  Letters  Patent  of  the  said  Village 
of  Campbell  River  be  deemed  to  be  amended  so  as 


to  conform  to  the  premises  as  and  from  the  date 
of  these  Letters  Patent.

Letters  to  be  made  Patent  and  the  Great  Seal 
of  Our  said  Province  to  be  hereunto  affixed.

“AMUSEMENTS  TAX  ACT” 

URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  section  14  of 
the  “Amusements  Tax  Act,”  being  chapter  323 
of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia, 
1948,”  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council,  by  Order  in  Council  No.  1833,  dated 
July  31st,  1951,  has  been  pleased  to  approve  the 
following  regulations: — 

Regulations 

I.  Title 

These  regulations  may  be  cited  as  the  “Amuse¬ 
ments  Tax  Act  Regulations.” 

2.  Interpretation 

2-1.  “Act”  means  the  “Amusements  Tax  Act.” 

2-2.  “Collector”  includes  all  Collectors  ap¬ 
pointed  under  the  “  Taxation  Act,”  all  Government 
Agents,  every  constable  and  officer  of  the  Royal 
Canadian  Mounted  Police,  and  every  person  au¬ 
thorized  by  the  Minister  under  the  Act. 

2- 3.  “Place  of  amusement”  shall  have  the  mean¬ 
ing  assigned  to  it  in  the  Act. 

3.  Tax  Returns 

3- 1.  Return  Form. — The  owner,  proprietor,  or 
manager  of  a  place  of  amusement  shall  make  a 
return  of  the  tax  to  the  collector  for  that  locality 
within  the  time  and  in  the  manner  as  set  forth  in 
these  regulations.  The  return  shall  be  filed  in 
duplicate  and  shall  contain  the  daily  number  of 
admissions;  the  first  and  last  numbers  of  the  strip 
or  roll  tickets  issued,  or  the  numbers  of  admissions 
as  recorded  by  any  mechanical  device  in  use,  or 
the  total  of  any  unnumbered  tickets  issued  for  each 
day’s  operations  together  with  the  established  price 
or  fee  charged  for  each  admission;  and  the  total 
value  of  each  day’s  receipts  and  the  tax  thereon, 
and  such  other  details  as  may  be  prescribed  on  the 
return.  Particulars  in  respect  of  admissions  by 
season  ticket,  pass  or  complimentary  ticket  will  be 
recorded  on  the  return  in  the  same  manner  as  daily 
paid  admissions.  The  return,  accompanied  by  the 
tax,  shall  be  remitted  to  the  collector,  and  the  tax 
may  be  paid  by  cash,  or  by  cheque,  bank,  express, 
or  postal  order,  or  postal  note,  free  of  exchange, 
cost  of  remittance,  and  other  charges,  and  where 
payment  is  tendered  by  cheque  or  orders,  no  tax 
shall  be  deemed  paid,  notwithstanding  any  receipt 
given  therefor,  until  the  amount  of  the  cheque  or 
order  by  which  payment  is  tendered  has  been  col¬ 
lected  by  the  collector. 

3-2.  Where  Weekly  Remittance  Required. — 
Where  the  place  of  amusement  is  permanently 
established  in  one  locality  or  is  following  an  estab¬ 
lished  circuit  and  is  providing  a  continuous  weekly 
programme  three  or  more  days  in  each  week,  the 
return  must  be  filed  and  the  tax  collected  shall  be 
paid  to  the  collector  not  later  than  five  o’clock  in 
the  afternoon  of  each  Wednesday,  being  the  tax 
collected  in  the  preceding  week.  If  Wednesday  is 
a  statutory  holiday,  the  tax  shall  be  paid  over  on 
or  before  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  next 
business-day.  However,  the  collector  at  any  time 
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may  demand  the  immediate  payment  of  the  tax 
collected  for  any  specific  performance  or  for  any 
specific  day. 

3-3.  Where  Monthly  Remittance  Required. — 
Where  the  place  of  amusement  is  permanently  estab¬ 
lished  in  one  locality  or  is  following  an  established 
circuit  and  is  providing  irregular  or  non-continuous 
entertainment  of  not  more  than  two  days  a  week 
and  is  owned  by  a  resident  of  the  locality  of  the 
establishment  or  the  circuit,  the  return  shall  be 
filed  and  the  tax  collected  shall  be  paid  by  the 
owner  to  the  collector  not  later  than  five  o’clock 
in  the  afternoon  on  the  fifth  day  of  each  month, 
being  the  tax  collected  in  the  preceding  month;  or 
if  the  fifth  day  of  the  month  is  a  Saturday,  Sunday, 
or  a  statutory  holiday,  the  tax  shall  be  paid  on  or 
before  five  o’clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  next 
business-day.  However,  the  collector  at  any  time 
may  demand  the  immediate  payment  of  the  tax 
collected  for  any  specific  performance  or  for  any 
specific  day. 

3-4.  Returns  Required  for  Travelling  and  Itiner¬ 
ant  Performances. — Where  the  troupe,  circus,  car¬ 
nival,  artist,  performer,  or  other  amusement  enter¬ 
prise  is  travelling  and  itinerant,  and  where  the 
owner  or  manager  who  controls  the  sale  of  tickets 
to  the  performances  and  admissions  thereto  and  the 
collection  of  the  tax  thereon  has  no  permanent 
place  of  business  in  the  locality  where  the  per¬ 
formance  is  being  held,  the  owner  or  manager  shall 
file  the  return  and  shall  pay  the  tax  to  the  collector 
for  that  locality  at  the  conclusion  of  the  final  per¬ 
formance  in  that  locality  unless  the  stand  in  that 
locality  extends  beyond  a  week,  in  which  case  the 
tax  collected  shall  be  paid  and  the  return  filed  at 
the  conclusion  of  the  last  performance  in  the  week 
for  that  week,  and  an  additional  return  shall  be 
paid  to  the  collector  at  the  conclusion  of  the  final 
performance  for  those  performances  which  took 
place  after  the  week  had  expired  and  which  were 
not  shown  on  the  return  filed  for  the  week.  How¬ 
ever,  the  collector  at  any  time  may  demand  the 
immediate  payment  of  the  tax  collected  for  any 
specific  performance  or  for  any  specific  day. 

3- 5.  Duty  to  Notify  of  Operation  Discontinuance 
and  Temporary  Cessation. — The  owner  or  manager 
of  every  regularly  operated  place  of  amusement 
shall  notify  the  collector  forthwith  both  when  the 
place  of  amusement  commences  operation  and 
when  it  has  discontinued  or  temporarily  ceased 
active  operation.  When  a  place  of  amusement 
temporarily  ceases  to  operate,  the  owner  or  man¬ 
ager  thereof  shall  continue  to  file  a  return  pursuant 
to  these  regulations  showing  the  dates  of  non-opera¬ 
tion  and  for  which  no  amusements  tax  is  payable. 
This  regulation  shall  not  apply  to  performances 
which  are  travelling  or  itinerant  and  which  come 
within  Regulation  3-4. 

4.  Report  Required  from  Travelling  or 
Itinerant  Shows 

4- 1.  A  Travelling  or  Itinerant  Show  Must  File 
a  Report.— The  owner,  proprietor,  or  manager  of 
every  show,  circus,  carnival,  exhibition,  contest, 
or  place  of  amusement  which  is  travelling  or 
itinerant  shall  file  a  report  of  its  tour  through  the 
Province  with  a  collector  before  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  the  tour. 

4-2.  Form  of  Report  Required. — The  report  re¬ 
quired  under  Regulation  4-1  shall  be  completed  and 
signed  either  by  the  owner  or  proprietor  or  the 
manager  of  the  enterprise,  and  it  shall  contain  the 
name  and  address  of  the  owner,  proprietor,  or 
manager,  the  nature  of  the  amusement  enterprise, 
the  tour  (together  with  the  dates  and  places),  and 
such  other  information  as  prescribed  by  the  form 
of  report.  Where  the  tour  is  revised,  a  report  shall 
be  fifed  with  a  collector  showing  all  the  revisions 
both  as  to  dates  and  places.  The  revised  report 
shall  be  filed  with  a  collector  before  there  is  any 
departure  in  fact  from  the  tour  as  set  out  in  the 
original  report. 

4-3.  Collector  with  Whom  Report  Should  Be 
Filed. — Where  the  person  who  is  responsible  under 
Regulation  4-2  for  filing  the  report  is  a  resident  of 
the  Province,  he  shall  file  the  report  with  the  col¬ 
lector  in  his  own  locality.  Where  the  person  who 
is  responsible  under  Regulation  4-2  for  filing  the 


report  is  not  a  resident  of  the  Province  and  has  no 
address  in  the  Province,  he  shall  file  the  report  with 
the  collector  at  the  place  where  the  first  perform¬ 
ance  of  the  tour  is  held. 

4-4.  Where  Report  Not  Required. — Where  the 
amusement  enterprise  is  a  travelling  theatrical  at¬ 
traction  or  a  troupe  of  artists  or  any  performance, 
attraction,  or  exhibition  which  performs  in  theatres, 
or  other  fixed  places  of  amusement  where  the  local 
management  controls  the  sale  of  tickets  and  admis¬ 
sions  and  the  collection  of  the  tax,  it  shall  not  be 
required  to  file  the  report  required  under  Regula¬ 
tions  4-1  to  4-3.  The  owner,  proprietor,  or  man¬ 
ager  of  a  theatre  or  other  fixed  place  of  amusement 
or  a  moving-picture  circuit  who  is  licensed  to^show 
moving  pictures  under  the  provisions  of  the  Fire 
Marshal  Act  ”  shall  not  be  required  to  file  the 
report  required  under  Regulations  4-1  to  4-3. 

4- 5.  A  copy  of  the  report  required  under  Regula¬ 
tions  4-1  to  4-4  and  of  any  revised  report  and  the 
amusement-tax  receipts  must  be  carried  with  the 
amusement  enterprise  and  be  produced  by  the 
owner,  proprietor,  or  manager  on  the  request  of 
any  collector  for  his  inspection. 

5.  Notices 

5- 1.  Notices  Required  to  Be  Posted. — In  every 
place  of  amusement  where  admission  is  subject  to 
the  tax,  there  shall  be  at  least  one  sign  conspic¬ 
uously  posted  at  the  outer  entrance  and  at  least 
one  sign  conspicuously  posted  at  the  box  office. 
Every  sign  so  posted  shall  state  the  established 
prices  of  admission  and  the  tax  payable  and  the 
sum  total  of  the  price  and  the  tax. 

5-2.  Where  Meal  is  Served. — Where  a  meal  is 
served  at  the  place  of  amusement,  the  sign  must 
show  the  price  of  admission  and  the  tax  thereon 
and  the  price  of  the  meal  as  separate  items,  in 


the  following  manner: — 

(a)  Price  of  meal - - - - - -  $

6.  Records 

6- 1.  Records  Required. — The  owner,  proprietor, 
or  manager  of  every  place  of  amusement  which  is 
required  to  make  returns  under  these  regulations 
shall  keep  records  sufficient  to  furnish  the  collector 
with  the  necessary  particulars  concerning: — 

(a)  The  total  admissions. 

( b )  Taxable  admissions  and  the  tax  due. 

(c)  The  tax  collected. 

(d)  All  other  material  required  to  make  and 
complete  the  returns  required  under  these 
regulations.  The  records  shall  be  kept  in 
such  a  manner  that  the  records  pertaining 
to  every  return  are  distinguishable  as  such 
and  clearly  corroborate  the  return  made 
from  them. 

7.  Inspection  and  Auditing 

7- 1.  Inspection  and  Auditing. — Every  person 
authorized  by  the  Minister  shall  have  the  authority 
to  examine,  inspect,  and  audit  the  books  of  account, 
records,  or  documents  of  any  owner  of  a  place  of 
amusement,  or  his  agent,  or  any  other  person  who 
should  collect  tax  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
and  these  regulations,  in  order  to  determine  whether 
or  not  the  provisions  of  the  Act  and  these  regula¬ 
tions  are  being  complied  with,  and  the  owner  or 
agent  shall  answer  all  questions  pertaining  to  these 
matters  and  shall  produce  such  books  of  account, 
records,  or  documents  as  may  be  required. 

8.  Penalty  for  Contravening  Regulations 

8- 1.  Every  person  who  contravenes  any  provision 
of  these  regulations  for  which  no  specific  penalty 
is  provided  or  who  gives  false  or  misleading  in¬ 
formation  in  any  return,  report,  or  record  required 
under  these  regulations  shall  be  liable,  on  summary 
conviction,  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars 
and  not  more  than  two  hundred  dollars. 
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8-2.  Every  person  who  fails  to  remit  the  tax 
collected  by  him  within  the  time  and  the  manner 
required  by  these  regulations  shall  be  liable,  on 
summary  conviction,  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than 
twenty-five  dollars  and  not  more  than  one  thousand 
dollars. 

9.  Upon  the  date  these  regulations  come  into 
force  all  previous  regulations  made  pursuant  to 
the  “Amusements  Tax  Act  ”  or  any  former  Amuse¬ 
ments  Tax  Act  shall  be  deemed  to  be  repealed. 

Directive  of  Minister  of  Finance 
Section  5 — Tickets  of  Admission 

1.  In  every  place  of  amusement  where  admission 
is  subject  to  the  tax,  a  ticket  or  card  shall  be  issued 
to  every  person  who  pays  the  tax  on  admission  on 
which  there  shall  be  a  printed  indication  that  the 
tax  has  been  collected  upon  admission.  The  ticket 
or  card  must  show  the  date  for  which  it  is  valid  or 
must  be  serially  numbered,  and  the  date  or  number 
shall  be  on  each  end  of  the  ticket  or  card.  If  the 
tickets  are  serially  numbered,  there  must  be  a  dis¬ 
tinct  series  for  each  price  and  the  numbers  must 
run  continuously  from  the  number  “  1  ”  to  the 
number  “  500,000.”  Where  a  new  series  is  used, 
it  must  be  distinguished  from  the  preceding  series 
by  the  use  of  a  letter  in  the  alphabet,  commencing 
with  the  letter  “A,”  and  each  new  series  will  use 
the  letters  of  the  alphabet  from  the  letter  “A”  to 
the  letter  “  Z  ”  in  consecutive  order.  Each  series 
used  by  every  place  of  amusement  shall  be  so  dis¬ 
tinguished,  and  no  place  of  amusement  shall  use 
two  or  more  series  which  are  not  distinguishable 
one  from  the  other.  Serially  numbered  tickets  shall 
be  issued  in  chronological  order. 

2.  In  the  case  of  season  tickets,  a  single  ticket 
or  card  or  strip  of  tickets  may  be  used  to  evidence 
more  than  one  admission.  But  in  every  other  case 
where  several  single  admissions  are  sold  or  disposed 
of  at  one  time,  including  combination  tickets,  there 
must  be  separate  tickets  or  cards  sold  for  each 
right  to  each  admission. 

3.  Where  serial  numbers  are  used  on  combina¬ 
tion  tickets,  the  same  number  will  be  shown  on  the 
stub,  cover,  and  ticket. 

4.  The  ticket  or  card  issued  shall  be  torn  in  half 
upon  admission  to  the  place  of  amusement,  and  one 
half  shall  be  given  to  the  taxpayer,  and  the  other 
half  will  be  deposited  in  the  receptacle  required 
under  section  6  of  the  Act. 

Section  13 — Application  for  Exemption 

5.  The  application  for  an  exemption  permit  pur¬ 
suant  to  section  13  of  the  Act  shall  be  made  by  the 
person  who  is  responsible  for  the  sale  of  tickets 
and  the  control  of  admissions  to  the  place  of 
amusement  for  that  occasion  for  which  the  permit 
is  requested. 

6.  The  application  shall  be  filed  in  duplicate  with 
the  collector  for  that  locality  at  least  ten  days 
before  the  date  the  exhibition,  performance,  enter¬ 
tainment,  contest,  or  dance  takes  place. 

The  application  shall  give  the  following  particu¬ 
lars: — 

(a)  Name  and  address  of  applicant. 

(/’)  The  nature  and  title  of  the  entertainment. 

(c)  The  date  of  the  entertainment. 

(d)  Name  and  address  of  the  place  of  amuse¬ 
ment  wherein  the  entertainment  will  be 
given. 

( e )  A  statement  to  indicate  why  the  exemption 
should  be  granted,  expressing  the  charitable 
or  patriotic  nature  of  the  beneficiary,  and 
the  assurance  that  no  private  stockholder  or 
individual  will  benefit  from  the  net  proceeds. 

(/)  An  itemized  or  detailed  estimate  of  the 
expenditures,  with  the  names  and  separate 
amounts  to  be  paid  to  any  performers,  enter¬ 
tainers,  artists,  orchestra,  conductor,  pro¬ 
moter,  director,  together  with  the  expenses 
paid  for  them  or  allowed  them  in  addition 
to  their  fees,  and  also  with  such  other  prin¬ 
cipal  expenditures  as  rent  of  the  hall,  adver¬ 
tising,  etc. 


( g )  The  names  of  the  benefiting  charitable  or 
patriotic  institutions,  societies,  or  organiza¬ 
tions,  and  what  proportion  of  the  proceeds 
will  thus  be  devoted. 

7.  Where  an  exemption  permit  is  granted,  the 
applicant  shall,  within  ten  days  from  the  conclusion 
of  the  exhibition,  performance,  entertainment,  con¬ 
test,  or  dance,  file  with  the  collector  a  certified 
financial  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures 
showing  what  is  actually  available  for  the  charitable 
or  patriotic  objectives,  and  the  names  of  the  bene¬ 
ficiaries  and  the  amounts  paid  to  their  benefit, 
accompanied  by  a  receipt  or  acknowledgment  for 
the  money  or  benefit  signed  by  a  responsible  officer 
of  the  organization  benefiting.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition.

the  Standing  Committees  charged  with  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon 
to  the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended 
or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any 
Private  Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  here¬ 
inbefore  limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has 
been  received  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited, 
shall  in  either  case  pay  double  the  fees  required 
in  respect  of  such  Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary. 

98.  ( 1 )  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House, 
eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Ses¬ 
sion: — 

(a)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

(/>)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented  to 
the  House: 

O)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with  pub¬ 
lication  proved  by  a  statutory  declaration 
or  affidavit  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk 
nf  the  House.

(3)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and  notices 
proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been  so  de¬ 
posited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the  House 
at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the 
Session  or  if  the  petition  has  not  been  presented 
to  the  House  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Ses¬ 
sion,  the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be 
six  hundred  dollars.

bridge  or  not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpo¬ 
ration  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  re¬ 
lating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such 
Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  established  for 
any  proposed  departure  from  this  principle,  or  for 
the  introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such 
details,  and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill 
indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
general  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from. 
Bills  which  are  not  framed  in  accordance  with 
this  Standing  Order  shall  be  recast  by  the  pro¬ 
moters  and  reprinted  at  their  expense  before  any 
Committee  passes  upon  the  clauses. 

(2)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model  Bill 
(copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions  contained 
in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in  accord  with  the 
model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets  or 
underlined,  and  shall  be  so  printed.
